President Glockling’s Address, 

William Glockling, of Toronto, pre- 
sident of the Trades and Labor Con 
gress of Canada, presented his address 
to the delegates in the form of an 
executive report. In this communi 
cation both political parties were as 
sailed for the position they 
in regard to the formation of a Cana- 
dian navy The report also attackea 
the new immigration policy of the 
Dominion government, and decried 
the suggested compulsory arbitration 
legislation. 

Attached to the executive report 
for the Dominion were reports for 
the Individual provinces. All these 
went to show that labor interests in 
Canada had been fairly well con- 
served during the year and that some 
progress hai been made towards the 
ends the congress ultimately hopea 
to attain. 

The Executive Report. 

The executive report was in 
as follows: 

“The past year has been one of 
@reat activity in industrial circles. 
The country's prosperity continues, 
and workers are in a position to 
sharers in the material advancement 
to which their labors so extensively 
‘contribute. On every hand industry 
is expanding, and danger is not ot 
retrogreassion, but an oversignt oO.

The report of the campaign at Ot- 
tawa during the last session is men- 
tloned, and special reference is made 
to the Belcourt bill in the Senate to 
have labor unions declared illegal, and 
to an agitation in favor of a general 
elght-hour day. 

Commend Technical Education Com. 
Mission. 

The appointment of a commission 
of inquiry on the subject of tecn- 
nical education is commended, Tne 
delegates are urged not to mis- 
led by declarations that further itm- 
portations of cheap labor are neces- 
sary to ensure the proper develop- 
ment of the country, and the lower- 
ing of the restrictions on immigration 
is viewed with misgiving, 

The @xXeculive protests against the 


custom of the American Federation 
of Labor in classing the Canadian 
Trades and Labor Congress as a 
state federation. It also issues a 
warning against haste in enacting 


legislation to secure compulsory ar- 
bitration. 

Agninst Compulsory Arbitration. 

“Your executive believes that the 
almost unanimous opinion of the or- 
fanied workers of Canada at the pre- 
sent juncture is emphatically op- 
posed to compulsory arbitration. Can- 
ada has taken a long step forward 
in the adoption of the principle of 
compulsory investigation as workea 
out under the Lemieux act. Althougn 
the principle is working out fairly 
satisfactorily, it is yet too early to 
pass finally upon it, and it would be 
madness to make the final jump to 
compulsory arbitration before com- 
pulsory investigation has been thor- 
oughly tested. Nor do we believe that 
compulsory arbitration would = for 
years and years to come be accept 
able either to workers or employers 
in this country. It is a right that 
belongs to every man to cease work 
or to refuse to work for any em- 
ployer when he sees fit to do so, sub 
ject to any contract made in that re- 
gard So too It must be the rignt 
and privilege of any employer to re- 
fuse to continue in his service any 
workman whom he does not desire 
to employ or whom he does not need, 
subject again to contractual rignts.”

Alfred W. Smithers, of London, 
England, chairman of the board o1 
directors of the G.T.P., also expressea 
himself as very dissatisfied with tne 
conditions under which the company 
is obliged to carry on its work in 
British Columbia. 

“We should be employing five or 
six thousand men,” said Mr. Smithers, 
“and are not able to get two thousana, 
One of the effects of the scarcity of 
labor is that the rate of wages is 
very high. I am glad to see the men 
getting high wages, but unfortunately 
when their wages are so very nign 
they will work only during part of 
the time, so that we have in tnat 
fact an additional obstacle to tne 
progress of the work. 

Objects to Restrictions, 

“T thing the action of the govern- 
ment in imposing s0 many restric- 
tions on immigration is very unwise, 
and can only result in harm to tne 
country in its present state of devel- 
opment. England has her doors open 
to all comers, and if Canada were to 
be less exacting in her demands, wnile 
she might get a few undesirables, sne 
would also get many desirable set- 
tlers who are kept out, While con- 
ditions remain as at present, ana 
While the British Columbia govern- 
ment remains so determined in its 
opposition to Oriental immigration, we 
can make ouly very slow progress in 
that province.

SMUGGLING INTO CANADA, 


United States Orders More Customs 
Inspectors Put On Duty Along 
Canadian Border, 

Washington, Sept. 10.—The govern- 
ment has issued orders for an increase 
in the number of Customs inspectors 
along the Eastern Canadian border. 
The customs euthorities have’ accu- 
mulated evidence showing that many 
valuable purehases by Americans in 
Europe are finding their way into the 
United States by way of Canada, and 
instructions have been issued to all 
of the agents to keep a sharp lookout 
at the Canadian ports which are the 
Sateways of trans-Atlantic travel to 
intercept any attempt at smuggling. 
The department has a mass of infor- 
mation collected by its agents abroad, 
showing the purchase of many valu- 
able articles by Americans, but the 
articles have not been traced to the 
port of New York or to any of the 
other Atlantic forts of entry, and 
there is a suspicion in official circles 
that the purchasers have been fright- 
ened away from New York by the 
publication of the news of seizures 
that have been made there recently 
and may try to bring the goods in 
through the Canadian ports. Mont- 
real and Quebec are being watched 
with special care, as they are the 
principal ports of entry for European 
travellers entering by way of Canada.

Hamilton’s machine worked badly in 
the forenoon, The aviator attempted a 
flight from in front of the grand stand, 
but the aeroplane barely skimmed over 
the fence, alighting heavily in the field 
outside the grounds, After several hours 
work it was thought that all repairs had 
been properly made, and early in 
evening Hamilton made another ascent 
from the field outside the grounds. He 
circled the mile track three times at 
great speed, racing an automobile, which 
was unable, however, to keep up with 
bim. After the third round he at. 
tempted to alight, but the huge machine 
swooped down straght to the earth at 
an acute angle, crashing to the ground 
in full view of 20,000 spectators, among 
whom eat Hamilton's wife. 

Was Knocked Unconscious. . 

The aviator was found unconscious 
and covered with blood. He was sent 
to his hotel in an automobile ambulance.

Victoria Amateur Flies. 


Victoria, '* Sept. « “12.—Reaching 
height of twenty feet, Mr. W. W. Gib- 
son, inventor and first aviator of this 
province, on Thursday flew in a forty- 
horsepower twin plane over 200 feet 
without descending to the earth. The 
trial was made in the vicinity of the

is of unique design and construction, It 


measures fifty-four feet with a width 
of eight feet. The planes are placed

ship. Each plane measures twenty feet 
in length and ie eight feet wide. The 
frame of the twinplane is built of Doug- 
las fir supplemented with 100 springs 
girded with wire which it ie claimed 
make the machine indestructible. The 
engine is of forty horse power, weighing 
200 Ibs., and is similar to that used by 
all well-known aviators, 
California Boy Succeeds.

A RIOTOUS LEAGUE ENDING, 


Not only the Western Canada Lea- 
gue came to a disorderly close this 
season. The Texas League wound up 
with a disgraceful riot following an 
assault by a player on Umpire Setley, 
well known in Edmonton as a mem- 
ber of the team which played in the 
Twilight League in 1906 and subse- 
quently as a keeper of a cigar store in 
the city. 

When the riot occurred, strange to 
note, the third game of the afternoon 
was in progress, between the Gales- 
ton and Houston teams. Houston was 
within a game of winning the pen- 
nant of the league from Dallas which 
finished first. That there was no 
“frame-up" between the teams play- 
ing the three games in the one after- 
noon is evidenced by the character of 
the proceedings. despatches from 
Dallas and Houston tell the tale. 

Three Games in Afternoon. 

Dallas, Texas, Sept. 7—The Texas 
League season has closed, with Dallas 
winning the pennant, after the closest 
finish and the most riotous proceed- 
ings ever known in the history of the 
league. Dallas and Houston finished 
only one game apart. Each club play- 
ed 140 games, Dallas won 83 and last 
67; Houston won 82 and lost 58. 
Houston, in order to have a chance 
for the championship, attempted to 
play three games with the Galveston 
team on last Monday afternoon. Dallas 
played two with Fort Worth and won 
them both. As Galveston won one 
from Houston, that stopped the IHous- 
ton pennant pretensions. 

Umpire Setley Assaulted, 

Houston, Tex,, Sept. 12—Umpire
